In connection with the war we may mention, 
bat we givé the news with all reserve, that {t fs 
reported that Count Cassini has befn recalled, 
or [e at last going on leave, and that Mr. Hitrovo,

It seems Incredible that In a fight between 
some twenty-four modern men-of-war, lasting 
six hours, only eight vessels at the outslde were 
totally destroyed.

THE NAVAL FIGHT AT THE YALOO. | 
: Tientsin, September aist. 

The’ wounded officers of the Chinese fleet who 
have arrived at TlentsIn confirm the origina! 
report of the engagement'on the 17th instant. 
The Chinese fleet arclved at the Yaloo river on 
the 16th in the afternoon, remaining ten miler 
outside while the transports unloaded. On the 
morning of the 171th they sighted the amoke, and, 
ateleven, the Japanese were seen approaching 
intwo columns, The Chinese flret steamed out 
to meet them In two columns converging on the 
flagship. The Japanese firet conslated of twelve 
ships, and the Chinese hadten, The Chinese 
Admisat opened fire at six thousand metres, the 
shot on both stdes falling short, the effective range 


being five. thousund metres, The Chinese 
-] endeavoured to close, but were prevented by 


the superior speed of the Japanese, The latter, 
“keeping mostly two miles off, manceuvred 
admirably, making splendid practice with their 
long-range galck-firlng guns. The Chinese shir 
Chthyuen, Capt, Tang, early in the fight closed 
with the enemy at fall speed, intending to ram. 
Whether rammed of torpedoed, the Japanese 
ship turned over.and sank, when four Japanese 
ships closed round the Chihyuen snd she was 
tipped up by shots onder the water line and went, 
down with all bands, loctuding Mr. Purvis, the 
engineer. The battle raged furtously round the 
flagship Tingyuen and consort, he Chenyuen, 
and Mr. Nicholls, gunnery officer: of the 
Tingyuen, was killed. The Japanese ships 
aré difficult to identify. The Voshino Kan 
recelved some damaging shots at close 
juarters, enveloping her In smake, after which 
she wasnot seen. ‘Same of the guoners attended 


“| spectaily to the Manfwa Kan and succeeded in 


tetting her on fire, but she was not seen to alnk. 
At five o'clock the five Japanese ships remainin, 
in action turned and fied; the Chtnese pursu 
them, bat failed to nvertake them. It is reported 
that the next morning the Japanese torpedo 
colle returned, and torpedoed the stranded 
abips, 

The total cagualtles ta the Chinese. fleet are 
exactly. ag stated on the 2oth, The Japanese 
casualiles are uncertain, ap none saw the whole 
field, every man being busy on his own ship. 
On comparing the varlous evidence, it seems 
certain that four Japanese. ships were destroyed 
and the remainder badly {njuret.—Mercury.

Emperor and ruled tn_hie name, The latrer 
was supported by the most’ powerfol of the 
Daimfos (noblemen who resided in fortlfied 
castten) and the higher officals of the empire, 

When Adnolral Perry and bie fleet anchored 
in Japanese waters ft was with the Shogun and 
not wih the Mikado that the Admiral nepotlated 
the treaty, which wis the first step made by 
Japan toward opening its 
Many Japanese of high rank and the pedple at 
large did not approve of this new policy, as they 
were aoxious to keep forelgners away from their 
country. The friends of the young Mikado saw 
the opportunity and began to excite the people 
against the Shogun, who had usurp:d the 
authority of the Mikado, and urged him to call 
the Shogun to account, This was the beginning 
of aterrible clvil war. It is strange to reallzs 
that at that time the Mikado and his frends 
were altogether agalnst prozress and the adop- 
tlon of civilization, but what is still stranger {s 
that alter a most sangoinary war, and when the 
Mikado found himself victorio'ss, he should have 
suddenly changed his:mind on.this matter, and 
adopted Europea ideas, and aligned treaties 
with forelen nations on « large and much more 
Uberal scale than the Shogun had ever thought 
of dotng, : 

Many belleve that General Le Gendre did 
much, both tohelp the Mitado to win and then to 
change hie dirposttion toward forefgners. Certain
